Government of Filipino Towns. 


"Washington. April 5.—Copies of im- 


portant acts of the Philippine commis- 
sion, providing for the action of the 
municipal and provincial governments 
in the archipelago, have been received 
at the war department. The act for 
the municipal does not apply to thc- 
clty of Manilla nor to the settlements 
of non-Christian tribes, for which spe- 
cial legislation is to he enacted.

a!i phobias shall be recognized as mu- 
nicipal corporations, adhere to their 
former names and continue to hold all 
property rights vested under their for- 
mer organization. The government 
proper of each puebla is vested in a 
president, vice president and a munic- 
ipal council, to be chosen by qualified 
electors, for a term o£ two years, from 
and after the first Monday in January. 
Electors must be 23 years of age, able 
to read, and not subjects of foreign 
powers.
